AFTER THE HOLIDAY RUSH. 


As some one once said, immediately after 
the holiday rush, “these are the days for the 
salvage corps in store and counting room;” 
yet, what to the unsophisticated may appear 
as a wreckage is in reality only a sort of 
housecleaning, For weeks during the season 
just drawing to a close—the best in the his- 
tory of bookselling—it has been possible only 
to keep the stock from tumbling into abso- 
lute chaos, to keep its arrangement in order 
only sufficiently for the green help to be able 
to locate a certain book about twice out of 
five times—a divining rod or a “Sherlock 
Holmes” being required in the three other 
cases to locate or unearth the required book. 
Now at last there is time to restore order, to 
*Jine up” the stock, to balance the books. 

Never is a better opportunity afforded for 
reviewing one’s wisdom or error of judg- 
ment in buying and stocking up than at the 
close of the year. It is now that the book- 
seller must face the results of the year calmly 
and frankly. Success is always gratifying; 
but what about the failures! To determine 
for himself in what his error lay in over- 
stocking on certain lines or in not buying 
enough of others, the bookseller must sit in 
judgment upon himself as sternly as he would 
upon his subordinates. If the matter could 
be shifted upon his manager or buyer the 
principal might be able to determine his sub- 
ordinate’s fault with almost scientific accuracy. 
Let him, therefore, apply the same standard of 
justice to himself and profit accordingly. 
Discovering in what his error lay may not 
help him to avoid making other errors in the 
future; but it should guide him in not making 
the same mistake twice, because repetition of 
a mistake is a crime that may lead to fatal 
consequences. 

In the bustle and haste of the holiday rush 
and the complete attention which must of 





necessity be given to the proper handling of 
the many demands for books for gifts, it may 
have escaped the attention of some _ book- 
sellers that the first two months of the year 
may really be made the most productive o} 
all. The regular customer and those new 
friends won by the bookseller’s special pro- 
vision for the holiday season will now be in 
need of the more staple and sober books and 
good editions for which the demand is 
growing steadily. The bookseller during the 
last three months has come in sight of hun- 
dreds of new faces with which he should be- 
come better acquainted, and with whose 
owners he may become more closely asso- 
ciated provided he has given satisfaction and 
made a good impression in the beginning. 
The public is willing to buy books every day 
in the year and to pay good prices, too, as 
witness the case of Mrs. King’s transactions 
in books reported in our issue for December 
29. It ought to make the legitimate book- 
trade blush to have such patrons of literature 
fall into the hands of the Philistines just for 
the lack of a little enterprise on their part. 
Then, in February we have Valentine’s Day, 
which for severa! years has kept those book- 
sellers who know how to cater to special sea- 
sons very nearly as busy as Christmastidc: 
and close upon that frivolous season follow 
preparations for the Lenten season, when 
there is always an active demand for religious 
books. Were we to select the two most satis- 
factory months of the year for constructive 
bookselling we would name January and 
February. 





THE dictionary war continues into 1907, as 
is evident from our advertising pages. On 
the legal side, there are two main issucs. 
The question whether the use of the word 
“Webster” can be continued by the G. & C. 
Merriam Company as the exclusive right in 
the nature of a trade-mark is still waiting 
decision in Boston, where an opinion should 
be handed down shortly. The other point 
concerns the question whether the omis- 
sion of the American copyright notice extra- 
territorially, as on English editions, forfeits 
copyright. The decision of the Circuit Court 
of Chicago, mentioned in our last week’s 
issue, holds that this is not the case, on 
which ground the injunction against the 
United Dictionary Company on certain minor 
Webster’s dictionaries was granted. It is 
possible that this case may be appealed to the 
U §S. Supreme Court for final arbitrament, 
but whether this will be done seems not yet 
certain.

Tue twenty-second annual banquet of the 
Brotherhood of Commercial Travellers was 
held at the Waldorf-Astoria, on Thursday 
evening, December 27.

After coffee was 
served the president, Victor M. Cupples, de- 
livered an address in which he paid tribute to 
the Brotherhood and felicitated its members 
upon their loyalty and fellowship.

THE PRESENT STATUS OF THE GER- 
MAN BOOKTRADE. 


THE official directory of the German book- 
trade, published by the Bdrsenverein der 
deutschen Buchhandler, for 1907, records the 
names of 11,737 firms in the book business, 
or 490 more firms than were reported a year 
ago, which is accounted for by the fact that 
since January I, 1906, 791 new firms came 
into existence and 301 went out of business. 
There were 38 failures, 702 changes in firm 
names, and 133 deaths. The 11,737 firms are 
located in 2275 cities as follows: 1584 in the 
German empire, 299 in Austro-Hungary; 77 in 
Switzerland; 219 in other parts of Europe: 
57 in America; 13 in Africa; 17 in Asia and 
9 in Australia. The number of localities rep- 
resented has been increased during the year 
by 153.

COMSTOCK NO LONGER POST- 
OFFICE INSPECTOR. 


ANTHONY ComstTock, the secretary of the 
New York Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, it is reported, was notified last week by 
the Postmaster-General that his credentials as 
Post-Office Inspector had been cancelled. This 
position, held by Mr. Comstock for thirty- 
feur years, enabled him to go to any post- 
office and open suspected mail at his discre- 
tion. Mr. Comstock at the same time was 
notified that he would be reappointed as In- 
spector and carried on the payrolls with a 
salary of $1500 a year, and a daily allowance 
of $3, if he would give up all other employ- 
ment. As Mr. Comstock as secretary of the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice draws a 
salary of $5000 a year and is said to have per- 
quisites, it is not likely that he will withdraw 
from the Society. This action of the Post- 
Office Department is supposed to be due to 
the agitation of the Art Students’ League. an 
issue of whose magazine was recently con- 
fiscated by Comstock on the ground that it 
contained lewd and lascivious pictures.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Apert W. Ber, organist and composer, 
died at his home in New York on January 2. 
Mr. Berg was born in Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
in 1825, and came to this country when very 
young. He studied music in Paris and, re- 
turning to this country, began to teach music. 
After some years of teaching Berg in the 
early ’50s became connected with the pub- 
lishing firm now known as William A. Pond 
& Co., and remained with them up to the 
time of his death as musical editor of the 
works they published. They published much 
music of Mr, Berg’s own composition. This is 
chiefly church music, but includes a number 
of songs that enjoyed popularity. He was 
organist for a number of years at St. Paul’s, 
later at Zion and finally, for fifteen years, at 
the Church of the Transfiguration. He 
played at the funeral of George Holland, 
when Joe Jefferson gave the church its nick- 
name with his “Then God bless the little 
He leaves a wife 
and four children. The children are Albert 
Ellery Berg, the dramatic critic and editor; 
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Lily D’Angelo Berg, vocal teacher; L, de 
Coppet Berg, the architect, builder of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, and Walter G. 
Berg, chief engineer of the Lehigh Valley 


Railroad. 

Gustav KRruELt, the well-known artist, died 
on January 2 at San Luis Obispo, Cal. Kruell, 
to whom American wood engraving owes a 
great debt, was born in 1843, in Dusseldorf, 
and was a pupil of R. Brendeamour, of that 
famous art city. He produced a remarkable 
series of portraits of Lincoln, Grant, Sher- 
man and other figures in American history, 
portraits of great vitality, and in technique 
possessing a breadth and a richness of text- 
ure and color suggesting the art of the painter. 
Some of these were published a few years 
ago under the title of “A Portfolio of Na- 
tional Portraits,’ with text by Royal Cor- 
tissoz. In general, however, his works were 
circulated after the fashion of etchings or 
other prints, or he undertook private com- 
missions. “He was,” as the New York 
Tribune truly says, “an enthusiastic, indus- 
trious man, absorbed in his art, and he has 
left a considerable body of work to his credit. 
His best portraits are not only masterly in 
workmanship, but have distinction of style. 
Though his art [wood engraving] lost its 
vogue some time ago, and has since been 
supported only by a limited number of dis- 
cerning connoisseurs and publishers, there is 
no danger that what he did for it will be for- 


gotten.”

She graduated at the head of her 
class, and her ability was so marked that she 
was promptly asked to take the place of in- 
structor in design at the Girls’ Normal Col- 
lege in the same city. She accepted the offer, 
and it was while holding this position that 
she met her future husband, Lorin F. Deland.

But it does not appear that 
her history in any respect resembled the 
charming heroine of the Marshalsea. 


JoHN Murray, London, has in press a new 
series, the aim of which is to trace the growth 
of English literature and the causes to which 
its force and wealth are due, introducing 
just so much biography and incident as may 
serve to link the narrative to the history of 
the country. The first volume will deal with 
the sixteenth century and the early part ol 
the seventeenth. and will be accompanied by 
three graduated volumes of extracts for 
classes in schools.

There is also an addition 
to the letterpress, including an account of 
Whittier’s personal appearance and manner, 
written by the English poet and critic, Ed- 
mund Gosse, librarian of the House of Lords, 
who visited this country in 1884.

After graduating he taught 
school in Greensboro for a year, and six 
years ago went to Philadelphia, where he has 
since been engaged in lecturing occasionally 
to churches and lyceums, and in editing Mc- 
Girt’s Magazine, a periodical which has a 
large circulation among members of the negro 
race throughout the country.
